However, 
the. rise, iiicost of cmiiumcrU;, 
instructional suppllls, main- 
tenance and staff salaries 
continue to increase with the 
cost of living and the rapid 
growth in student enroll- 
ment."

Water Corp. 
Continues 

The attempt of the County 
board of supervisors and the 
Public Works Dcpt. to acquire 
ownership or the Lake Coun- 
ty Water Corp. ran into a 
snag last week. 

A motion was filed by At- 
torney John Vaudcr Vrics, on 
behalf of (lie corporation and 
tho l«ike County Water Dis- 
trict, to dismiss the county's 
petition to the Illinois Com- 
merce Commission for con 
demolition of the Water Corp. 
The ease is expected to go to 
the commission on March 2. 

Roth the Public Works 
Depl. and the Water District 
wants control of the Water 
Corp., at present, privately 
owned. The Water District 
was formed in 1051, for the 
stated purpose of installing a 
county-wide system of water 
supply from Lake Michigan. 

The more-reecnlly estab- 
lished Public Works Dcpt. 
has laid out a county-wide 
plan for sewer and water 
service which it hopes even- 
tually to install. Pol It bodies 
feel that control of the Lake 
County- Water Corp. is vital to 
their plans. 

The resolution to condemn 
the corporation's water sys- 
tem was approved by the 
Roard of Supervisors at a 
meeting on Dec. tl. The board 
contends that it is part of 
the purpose and duty of the 
Public Works Dcpt. to pro- 
mote the orderly growth of 
water systems in the unincor- 
porated sections of the coun- 
ty.
